SOB will most 
likely have need for operational support facilities in and around Stelsburg. 

It seems to us that the problem ef QBAHHEIRS'-O.'s loan payments can be solved 
and SOB* 8 probable supp<^ needi partially filled by es^lc^ring (HtAVIMESBX*! 
as a support agent on the understanding that his monthly salary will automa- 
tioally be credited against the ur^mtld balance of his loan.
